LONDON, Nov..30.—A severe attack 
on women, especialy the modern girl, 
was delivered by several undergradu- 
ates at a meeting of the Cambridge. 
Union Society tonight when a motion

The Secretary. of the Union, Mr. 
King-Hamilton, was particularly cen- 
sérious. Describing women as.the last 
thing to be civilized by man, he said 
they had always sacrificed - comfort 
to.fashiom as savages had done. Wo- 
men today were as double-faced as 
their” primeval ancestors, he declared, 
and rather than grow old and grey- 
haired many modern women preferred 
to die. 

The modern girl, said Mr. King- 
Hamilton, bangled her arms, shingled 
her hair, bungled her face, and when 
she got herself up she certainly looked 
like nothing on earth. Among her owl 
kind- she was an object of envy and 
contempt. 

‘The Secretary thought. a university 
education for women was quite super- 
fluous, as it unfitted them wor life. . It 
would be far better, he held, if. they 
‘concentrated on some subject which 
would. be useful to them, such as. do- 
mestic economy, a technical term 
which meant ‘husband.”

LONDON, Nov. 30 (4.—Diamonds 
soon will be as common as artificial 
pearls if the present unrestricted out- 
put from alluvial diggings continues, 
in the opinion of. the South African 
diamond magnates, says a dispatch to 
The Daily Express from Cape Town.

The reference to “‘Max’s’” was to a 
visit which Henry Stevens testified 
he made on the afternoon of Sept. 14. 

Mr. Hartkorni also testified that hé 
had examined the calling card which 
the State contends bears the finger- 
print of Willie Stevens. He d he 
had looked the card over only in 
search of initials. He said he had 
found the initials, “E. H. S.;’’ on a 
corner of the card. These are ‘the ini- 
tials of Edward H.-Schwartz, formerly 
in charge of the Bureau of Identifica- 
tion of the Newark Police Department, 
who has testified that the fingerprint 
is that of Stevens. The defense had 
introduced testimony to show that the 
caljing card found at the feet of the 
slain rector had been initialed by 
Captain James F.. Mason; Chief of 
Essex County detectives. 

Mr. Schwartz, Lieutenant Frederick 
Drewen of the Jersey City Police De- 
partment and former Deputy Police 
Commissioner Joseph A. Faurot of 
New York City, testified in support of 
the State’s contention, that Stevens 
made the print-on the card. They also 
sought to rebut the testimony of three 
defense experts—Gerhardt Kuhne, 
James H. Taylor and Frederick Sand- 
berg—that the print was not made by 
Stevens, The State’s experts asserted 
that an enlarged photograph of. the 
fingerprint, which the defense experts 
used extensively in their denials of 
the authenticity of the print, had been 
full of distortion, unintentionally made 
in the enlargement process, and that 
it failed to retain the detail of the 
original print.

Every piece of furniture used on 
the stage is authentic of the period, 
while many of the: pieces-are originals, 
particularly the Du Barry bed, the desk 
of Louis XV, the dresser*which be- 
longed to Elisabeth, a sister of the 
King, and -the Gobelin. tapestries.”’ 
Particularly in the opening scene in the 
refined bedroom of Du Barry at Ver- 
sailles, ‘“‘Maitresse de Roi’’ has the 
elements of a fashion parade, Not 
only does. the famous courtesan her- 
self rise from the famous bed fasn- 
ionably, and change her night attire’ 
(off-stage) for a smashing effect with 
a flowing head piece,” but three man- 
nequins trail elegances of the seams- 
tress back and forth across the stage. 
Indeed, fashion does not begin to give 
way to drama until the populace rises 
in rebellion outsidé the palace gate: 
Mme. Sorel’s guillotine habit, a frank 
creation, is the simplest costume in the 
show. It is appropriate and in the 
best of taste. 

After considerable study of Du Barry 
and her. career, Mme. Sorel finds her 
not entirely a carnal trollop, but also 
a generous woman, a patroness. of the 
arts, if a little prodigal now and then 
of the riches supplied by a sweating 
nation. In the lavish distribution of 
her patronage however, one is unable 
to detect the ‘passion for the ‘‘mot 
juste’ evinced by such an exalted pa- 
tron, for instance, as Frederick the 
Great. She seems rather to be en- 
joying the obsequious attentions of her 
entourage and the caprices of the 
King's favorite. She romps about the 
bedchamber, plays at farming and 
blind man’s buff at Luciennes and 
drinks from golden goblets at a dinner 
party in the castle, while the orches- 


manager to permit it in his playhouse 


after dinner. Audiences, it was ap- 
parently figured, were. hetter able to 
cope with such things in the after- 
noon, not\having been weakened by a 
day’s toil. 

In the years since its first produc- 
tion the play, has lost none. of its 
power: It remains an inexorable’ and 
sometimes majestic tragedy, sweeping 
everything before it. by the relentless 
march of its events.\ It is a tragedy 
so nearly perfect, in fact, that’one be- 
comes engrossed in its structure, try- 
ing to find \a/ flaw in. the reasoning.

“SAFETY IN THE AIR. 

Sir ALan CopHAmM believes that “ fly- 
‘‘ing is a.necessary development to 
“the welfare of mankind.” It “can 
“bring new joys, new visions and a 
‘‘new outlook in life.” The improved 
plane is so safe that to regard a pilot 
or ‘his passenger as a brave individual 
is “ridiculous.” Fatal accidents are-so 
rare that they are still’ news. Sir+- 
ALAN \predicts that the time is near 
at hand when they wil occupy little 
space in the newspapers. To him a 
plane of standard make that has been’ 
well tested is, with an experienced 
pilot’ on board, almost as safe as a 
locomotive-drawn passenger coach or 
a trolley car, and safer than an auto- 
mobile on congested roads. .He realizes, 
that people must be convinced of this 
if they are to take to the air. “Air 
lines are now necessary,” he told his 
hearers at the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce dinner, “just as in the 
“old days railways were necessary -to 
“the opening up and development of 
“this continent.” Are airplanes in 
1926 as safe as were railway trains in 
the days when transportation lines 


of State for Air, seems to think so.

As to safety, what better record 
could there be than - the - 5,000,000 
miles flown by British services for 
four fatal accidents and the 1,000,000 
miles flown in Australia for a single 
accident?

But there were 250,222 miles of rail- | 
road in the United States in 1924. No 
record of the number of miles traveled 
by trains is availabl-, but it must have 
greatly exceeded the 5,000,000 miles 
flown by British airplanes. The diffi- 
culty in comparing fatal accidents in 
the air and on railroads is one of 
ratio.. Railway trains are running: 
day and night in forty-eight States, 
whereas the plane fn the air {is still 
someth of a curiosity.
